System of Cable Railways Has Proved 

Invaluable for the Transportation 
of Troops and Ammunition 
During War. 

Tho tploforlcn, or cnhlp rallwny. tlmt 
the Italiiiiis hiivp pontrlvpd to supply 
tliptr mountuin troops quickly and eas- 
ily with aiiiiminition and proviskyis, is 
one of the most interesting Inventions 
that the war has brought forth he- 
tweon high mountain and low nioun- 
tnin. 

The Rleam railway!?, says a writer In 
the Railway Age Oazelte, run In the 
valleys at llie font of the Alps. The 
freight, however, has to be pUtked up 
and distributed l>y wagon or nulniius 
blle'frnek, and It nitisf go up the high- 
er mountains on mule and man’s back 
and finally on man’s hack alone, bit bj 
bit. But here the teleferlca stops in 
and says, ‘‘Let me do It. I'm quicker 
and surer. I ran go in nil wentbers. 
Avalanches can’t stop me." 

Along the 4(K)-mlle front the tele- 
ferlca dally does the work of an army 
of at least 240.000 men — or 120,(HK) 
ninles. The last figure Is Interesting 
when It Is consldiTi'd that there are 
only IT.'i.OOO nuOes and horses uses! for 
transportation pmi«ises In this entire 
nrmy that th<> Ilallans have organized 
to fight the Austrians. 

Aecordlng to the ofilelal statlstlos 
there are 12.'> miles of teleferleii scat- 
tered along the front, with n total 
dally carrying pow(>r of 3.600 tons. 
Kach teleferlca Inillt I'an carry rough- 
ly 30 tons. There are some 120 dif- 
ferent statloiiH, each with a line a mile 
or so In lengUi. The one 1 saw reached 
a h(4ght of 11,000 feet ?>n the side of 
Monie Adaimdlo, In the central Alps; 
It did the work of 2,(K)0 men every 
day. 

The operation of the teleferlca Is not 
much more dilllcult timii that of an 
electric elevator In 11 “skysernper.” 
Once (hi* heavy motors and machinery 
are got up the mountuin sides and the 
three-quurter-ln<4i steel cables strung 
across deep valh'ys iind chasms and 
rivers, the mounting of the car upon 
the bverheuil cable and the attacliing 
of the pulley cable are simide enough. 

We had lic<>n coming up all morning 
by burro from the valley, the Alpinist 
colonel ami I, riding iilong narrow 
roads built on the side of a huge moun- 
tuin. 

We came at last to a small shack 
that hIock(*d the road. The colonel dis- 
mounted, grt'eled the ofilcer In charge 
of the station, und let me take a look 
round. I saw a couple of htmvy mo- 
tors with cables. My ej|-e followed 
those cnhles, however, and they kt'pt 
going across the valley and up the 
side of the opposite mountain until the 
eye, dazzled by the snow, could follow 
no longer.

The men at Slag Sing and Auburn pris- 
ons lire establishing brunclics of the 
Mutual Welfare league outside the 
prisons. In another state a new relief 
society has been organized by « man 
formerly In prison. In Kansas the 
! prisoners are planning a co-operative 
bureau. Many other Instances might 
be cited.

How to Test Diamond. 

The frequent deception of the pub- 
lic In regard to the sale of Jewelry 
and genuine stones In Great Britain 
Ims induced the authorities to issue a 
statement U|ion the aecurate testing 
of (liamoiids. A numher of Instruc- 
tions Is given, including the follow 
mg formula: When a diamond is 

quite clean and dry carry out the 
I'ollowing experiment : Place on the 

surface a tiny drop of water. Now 
take n neislle or pin and try to move 
the drop about. If the diamond is 
genuine ih? drop can he rolled iihout 
Intiiet. (In the oilier hiind, where the 
gem is an Imitation the water spreads 
directly It Is timelied with the needle 
isdlit. Another very good test tony he 
carried out with a tun.bler of water, 
Into this put the suspected article and 
examine Its appearance. A real din 
iiiond will show up III the water with a 
startling elearness, and it cun never he 
eonfunnded with the wnler. On the 
Ollier hand, the iinltutlim looks Indefi 
■'.Be, and it is sometimes dillleult tu si>e 
It clearly at hll.

Cut Bone Encourages Eggs. 

When I conlmenced feeding 
I green cut bone, about the first 
thing I did was to find its feeding 
value by actual test. Hens under 
like conditions, with fresh-cut 
green bone added to their feed 
laid nearly twice as many eggs in 
the winter season than did the 
lot without the bone. 

Fifty-eight chicks hatched at 
the same time from the same 
kind of eggs were divided into 
two lots and treated the same, 
except one lot w’as fed some extra. 
The lot with bone extra to their 
feed grew much faster and at the 
end of 13 weeks, the end of the 
test, a person would never have 
thought the two lots were the 
same. 

The lot fed the bone were not j 
I only larger, but had clearer and 
! brighter plumage. The lot that 
! ate the bone went through the 
jtest with the loss of but one, 

1 while the lot without the bone 
[sustained a loss of five. This, 
j with other observations, leads 
me to believe feeding bone will 
: lessen the death rate in chicks 
! and that old stock will be health-
